often visit the College, and it forms a con- 
venient centre for those wishing to study the 
famous Danish Folk High Schoo! and co- 
operative movements. In inore i also 
facilities are given to members of the Coll 
for studying the working of the schools, the 
Co-operative Housing iation, the Old 
People’s Home and the municipal organisa- 
tions. 


The forthcoming summer session will last 
from Apri] 20th to July 20th, and the fee for 
the whole course, including board and resi- 
dence at the College, will £17. Besides 
language classes and courses in phonetics and 
Esperanto, several series of tures have 
been arranged. most of which will be given 
in English. There will be lectures on Social 
History, Social Psychology, the World of To- 
day and the League of Nations, by an Honours 
graduate in History from Edinburgh Uni- 
versity ; lectures on Modern France, by Pro- 
fessor Passy, of the Sorbonne; lectures on 
the literature and life of Scandinavia, Eng- 
land and Germany by lecturers from those 
countries ; and lectures on British co-operation

Retiring from the 
army, this Charles settled in 1710 in a 
house on the west side of St. Stephen's 
G Dublin. His heirs, who came over 
from on, carry on the During 
the eighteenth century many Le Fanus 
were eminent in Church and State in Ire- 
land, and during this period the family 
made that alliance with the Sheridans to 
which, perhaps, its great distinction of 
genius in the nineteenth century must be 
attributed. 

All living Le Fanus are also of Sheridan 
blood; for they are all descendants of Dr. 
Thomas Sheridan, the friend of Dean 
Swift. There is a suggestion that the doctor 
was a kinsman of the non-juring Bishop 
of Kilmore and of one of the seven men 
of Moidart; but Jacobite connections were 
no aid to promotion, and valid evidence 
appears to have been suppressed. Dr. 
Sheridan was grandfather of Richard 
Brinsley Sheridan and of Alicia Sheridan, 
who married Joseph Le Fanu in 1781. 
Thus we come to Joseph Thomas Sheridan 
Le Fanu, in whom the mingled blood of 
two families of genius gave Ireland one 
of the most distinguished of her writers. 
In the pages before us his career is well 
described. His son, Brinsley Le Fanu, is 
an artist of note in black and white and in 
water colours Other scions of the family 
are named—including William Richard 
Le Fanu, author of ' Seventy Years of 
Irish Life —and genealogical tables on 
linen record the names of all known La 
Fanus since the avocat of Caen, the pro- 
genitor of the family. An appendix, 
giving a list of works published by the 
Le Fanus, occupies six pages, and includes 
works from Michel Le Fanu’s Latin verses 
to books by living writers. 

It is, indeed, a proud record that we 
close as we turn the last page. We welcome 
the volume, not merely as a record of 
names and lives that are not deserving of 
oblivion, but as a contribution to [Irish 
national records.

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A WONDERFUL JOURNEY. 

Save for the complication of events by 
the intervention of the eternal triangle, 
no Rider Haggard romance ever was so 
stirring a narrative as Dr. McGovern’s 
true story of his journey to Lhasa dis- 
guised as a Tibetan. The author, recog- 
nised by Orientals themselves as a dis- 
tinguished Buddhistic scholar, joined the 
British Buddhist Mission to Tibet in 1922. 
The Mission penetrated as far as 
Gyangtsé, and then was obliged to return 
to Darjeeling, where the railways end on 
the brink of mystery. Dr. McGovern resolved 
to proceed alone. Disguised as a coolie and 
battling through blizzards and perils and 
disease, he made his way into the Sacred 
City itself. Here, with his life in his 
hands, Dr. McGovern contrived to inter- 
view some of the principal men of Tibet 
and even to secure a meeting with the 
Dalai Lama. It is a story to rank with 
the great records of travel; and the many 
sea Ó ae reproduced—often secured at 
great risk—give Western eyes a glimpse of 
things hitherto hidden from their wonder. 

Trashi-Gigen — meaning ‘“‘ Felicitous 
Teacher '—was Dr. McGovern’s Tibetan 
secretary. He appears to have been a 
merry, reck young man, and he is 
mentioned throughout the narrative under 
his pet-name of Satan. With Satan and 
three other servants Dr. McGovern made 
his great adventure. He posed as a Sikki- 
mese coolie, relying on the difference 
between the Sikkimese dialect and manners 
from those of the pure Tibetans to cover 
any suspicious lapse from correct Tibetan 
behaviour. The only food carried on the 
journey, as a relief to Dr. McGovern's 

estern palate from the native food, was 
three tins of Quaker oats and five pounds 
of sugar.

AIRCRAFT IN WAR. 

Hitherto Ireland has not played 4 
prominent part in the development of air- 
draft, either in war or peace; and, happily 
for their night’s rest, the people of our 
cities during the European War escaped 
the experience of bombardment by enemy 
machines. Whether or not this luck will 
continue remains to be seen; at all events, 
the fact is generally acknowledged that 
aircraft has come to stay and will 
assuredly play a part, and a large part, in 
the next European war. In “ Air Power 
and War Rights’’ Mr. Spaight, who is a 
distinguished graduate of Dublin Univer- 
sity, discusses the whole problem of aerial 
warfare and civilisation in a bold and 
fascinating manner, 

It is certain that in the next war attacks 
upon the unarmed civil population will 
play a larger and more prominent part 
than ever before, and that these attacks 
will come mainly from aircraft, the object 
heing, in the words of Marshal Foch, the 
“ crushing moral effect upon a nation.“ 
Even soldiers in the late war spoke of the 
feeling of utter helplessness inspired by 
an aerial bombardment, and what must 
have been the profound effect upon the 
unarmed civilian when a fleet of hostile 
aeroplanes was dropping bombs? Mr. 
Spaight bases a feeling of hopefulness 
upon the very terribleness of the air- 
craft attack. He thinks that war, as we 
saw it on the Western and other fronts, 
is at an end. He believes that war will 
not again see the great, massed, entrenched 
armies playing out what promised to be an 
interminable game of stalemate in a 

uagmire of mud and blood. Mass 
slaughter,“ says Mr. Spaight, “as an 
international incident lies buried, one 
hopes, in the war cemeteries of France 
and Flanders. 

When he proceeds to speculate on what 
may happen when next some over- 
ambitious emperor or war lord sees red 
he may not be on as sure, theugh he is on 
a more fascinating, ground. In defending 
civilisation from the scourge of aerial war- 
fare, Mr. Spaight discusses the legal aspect 
of the problem and the restrictions which 
should be imposed upon belligerents, One 
lesson that the European War brought 
painfully home to Ireland, in the sinking 
by submarines of the Lusitania, the 
Leinster and other ships, was the grotesque 
weakness of the laws of warfare. 
Modern warfare means the suspension of 
all law and civilisation, and it would 
certainly seem as though the best—and 
probably the only—hope for humanity lay 
in the making of all war not only illegal, 
but impossible. To judge by the accumu- 
lating volume of literature upon the sub- 
ject of warfare—and particularly aerial 
warfare—such a development appears to 
be- as remote as though the war to end 
all wars’’ had never been fought. Mr. 
Spaight bases his principal hope upen the 
awful character “ y the problem which he 
tackles. The Irish Free State reposes its 
confidence rather upon the League of 
Nations, of which it is one of the youngest 
and most enthusiastic members. One 
critic of Mr. Spaight’s book suggests that 
the populations of big cities are not so 
absolutely at the mercy of hostile aircraft 
as he appears to think—that the cities can 
use clouds of poison gas wholesale and that 
no squadron of aircraft could face such 
a defence. 

Mr. Spaight’s proposed solution is in 
the nature of a compromise; for while he 
does not seek entirely to prohibit bombar?- 
ment of cities by aircraft, he would limit 
those bombardments so as to prevent whole- 
sale slaughter of civilians. The German 
submarine captains sought to make, and 
did make, the destruction of civilian life 
as heavy as possible in the cases of the 
Leinster and the Lusitania. Will not the 
commanders of hostile aircraft have a like 
aim in the next war? Terror, destruction 
and death are the objects of modern war- 
fare, and, unless and until a more power- 
ful international court than has ever pre- 
viously existed controls the combatants, 
these combatants will stop at nothing in 
their effort to achieve the elusive shadow 
of world domination. Matters are at 
present at an interesting stage of transi- 
tion, and Mr. Spaight’s volume will con- 
stitute by no means the least important 
contribution to the shaping of an in- 
structed public opinion.

— Villa Rosemary, overlooking the 
sea at Cap Ferrat, is a tribute both to 
designer and owner. Serene walks, rare 
shrubs, geometrical designs; relieved froin 
harshness through an instinct for catering 
to a taste for a refined ease, characterise 
this exquisite achievement. Much of this 
work deals with the garden laid out at 
Cannes by the late Lord Brougham.

RECENT FICTION 

Mr. Torry, whose first novel this is, adopts 
the custom of writing a prologue. We con- 
ceive a dislike immediately of the massive 
Dutchman, Jan Van Rhun. Although nothing 
is known for certain, an offensive miasma, 
so to speak, is felt to encircle his honour, 
and at times his puzzling behaviour seems 
to hint at a former irremissible sin. The 
charming Nancie Faversham’s infatuation 
with the foreigner. is beyond understanding. 
Indeed, the attempt to show her short-lived 
maintenance of the illusion is distinctly 
strained. Her marriage is contrary to the 
wishes of her hapless mother, who by no 
means is deceived. Athole Murray had been 
the unrequited lover of Nancie, and he de- 
termines to follow her to South Africa in 
order, should it prove necessary, to afford 
her protection. Conventional in outline, the 
description of the siege of the boerewoning 
is Strikingly vivid. An intelligent reader, we 
fear, will divine beforehand the identity of 
the white god of the Matabele. The author's 
insight into humag nature is expressed in 
many poignant epigrams. As the title would 
indicate, a spirit of fatalism moulds the nar- 
rative, and is responsible for some impro- 
babilities. The literary merit is unusual.

DE VERES IN IRELAND. 

TO TUE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sin, — Mr. Swift MacNeill’s letter on the 
Trish connection with the Oxford Earldom is 
interesting to students of heraldry and 

igrees. According to the Visitation of 

x, in 1 Jane de Vere, daughter of the 
Earl of Oxford, married Henry Hunt, of Gos- 
ford, High Sheriff of Essex. ‘Their eldest son, 
John de Vere Hunt, was a captain in the 
Army of Charles I., and by Patent, dated 1667, 
was granted the estate of Talbotstown, Wick- 
low. John’s son and heir, who was High 
Commissioner for raising money for the King 
in County Limerick, sold Talbotstown and 
settled in Williamstown, in Limerick. He 
left two sons—John, of Glangoole, neur 
Thurles, and Henry, of Ligadoon, Limerick. 

From John, of ate -g who lived to the 
age of one hundred and three, were descended 

e Hunts of Georgia, U.S.A.; of Cappa, of 
Millbrook, and Ballysinode, Co. Tipperary, 
and of Curragh Chase, Co. Limerick. The 
latter was the residence of the first Baron 
Hunt. The second Baron, by Royal licence, 
relinquished the name of Hunt and retained 
that of de Vere. The title lapsed with the 
poet and writer, Sir Aubrey de Vere, and 
the other branches in the direct male line 
became extinct. The family of Henry, of 
Ligadoon, was more lasting; for his direct 
male descendants are still among the county 
families of Limerick and Tipperary. 

Of the direct line, now resident in the old 
estates, there remain Vere Hunt, of High 
Park, Cappawhite, and Ardmayle, Cashel; 
Robert Hunt, of Inchrourke, and Mrs. Hunt, 
of Friarstown.—Yours, etc. ** OxForp.”

JURY AND RECKLESS DRIVING. 


The Deputy Coroner for South Kildare (Dr 
Jeremiah ONeill on Wednesday ii 
resumed the inquiry into the death of Private 
Thomas Brannigan, of the National Army, at 
the Curragh Hospital on the 23rd of January. 

Captain Joseph Brannigan identified the 

y as that of his brother, Thomas Branni- 
gan, who was aged 24, and unmarried. 

Dr. William Lehane’s evidence showed that 
Thomas Brannigan was admitted to the Cur- 
ragh Hospital on the 27th of last Der emlor 
suffering from extensive injuries to the hea! 
and fracture of the jaw. e right cye was 
dislodged from its socket. He died on the 
25rd of January from septic meningitis and 

meumonia, due primarily to the injuries he 

received. 

Dr. Fulham, of Balbriggan, stated chat at 
10.15 on the night of the accident a military 
tender, with three injured men, one of whom 
was Thomas Brannigan, came to his door. 
Having described Brannigan's wounds, he 
said that he dressed them, and advised that 
Brennigan should be taken to hospital. The 
injuries were such as might have been caused 
by a collision. He did not observe that any 
of the men was under the influence of drink. 

Lieutenant McGuire, of the National Army, 
stated that on the night of December 24 he 
drove in a Crossley tender from Gormanstown 
Camp. Private Mullins was the driver. The 
car was dimly lighted—one could see about 
ten yards ahead. He cautioned the driver, 
more or less as a matter of precaution, before 
they came to Detvin Bridge. 

Mr. Lardner—Am I right in saying that you 
had to caution Mullins more than once? 

Witness— Les; when we passed Delvin 
Bridge going towards Balbriggan, for about 
five hundred yards the driver swerved the 
car to the right side of the road. He was on 
his right side and swerved to the wrong side. 
Witness again cautioned him to be careful, 
and about a second or two afterwards Bran- 
nigan struck the car. Brannigan, witness 
continued, was on a bicycle, and was on his 
own side of the road. The bicycle struck the 
front of the tender, and Brannigan was thrown 
across the right mudguard. The car travelled 
about ten yards before it was pulled up. 
When Brannigan was picked up he did not 
speak. Witness had him taken to Balbriggan. 

The jury ‘found that Thomas Brannigan 
died on January from septic meningitis 
and broncho-pneumonia, due primarily to 
injuries and fracture of the bones of the face 
and skull. We have come to the conclusion 
that Driver Mullins was the cause of the 
death of Thomas Brannigan by deliberately 
swerving his Crossley tender to the right side 
of the road, thereby knocking down Branni- 
gar The evidence disclosed at this inquest 

rays gross negligence on the part of the 
officers responsible for the way the Crossley 
tender was allowed out of barracks with one 
dim light, and that on the wrong side of the 
vehicle, in charge of a man who, according 
to the evidence, was guilty of reckless driving 
previously. We express our sympathy with 
the relatives of the deceased, and commend his 
mother to the consideration of the Free State 
Government.”

Their policy has been necessarily 
cautious, but they have managed to 
maintain their credit at a high level 
in spite of very formidable difficulties 
They have been hit by taxation, 
by the general insecurity of the times, 
and by the very bad harvest, which has 
done so much harm to the country in 
every way. Yet they continue to flourish, 
and their balance sheets offer the best 


possible reply. to the doleful forebodings of 


our professional pessimists. 

All the bank reports tell the same 
story: agricultural depression is at the 
root of most of our economic evils. What- 
ever manufacturing industries this 
country may possess now, or in the future, 
the nation’s wealth will continue to be 
derived from the land, and a bad harvest 
is almost as dangerous as a political 
revolution. Free State agriculture is in 
sore difficulties. Not only has the un- 
favourable weather played havoc with the 
crops, but cattle prices have fallen, and 
generally the export trade to Britain is 
becoming less and less lucrative. High 
taxation and high wages are largely. re- 
sponsible for this condition of affairs 
An Irish farmer cannot compete on équal 
terms with a Dane or a Dutchman who 
pays half his amount of taxation and can 
get efficient labour at a far lower rate than 
that which must be paid in Ireland. 
Naturally, therefore, Irish produce is 
losing its place of pride in the British

irritating impositions on the taxpayer. 
There can be no real revival of trade in 
Ireland until the banks give the signal. 
Small, and even big, traders cannot 
continue to carry on ” indefinitely with- 
out accommodation from the banks, and 
we are quite sure that such accommoda- 
tion will be given without stint if, and 
when, the Government decides to set its 
financial house in order. So long as 
traders are being forced to borrow money 
from the banks to pay their income tax, 
however, very little can be done. Banks 
are not philanthropic institutions, and 
they will not—indeed, they dare’ not 
relax their vigilant control of money until 
the Government takes the first step in the 
direction of financial reform.

Distress in the West. 


The poor peasants of Western Ireland 
find themselves under a new obligation to 
Lady Dudley's nurses. The public in 
general knew little of their hapless plight 
until the meeting in Dublin. a fortnight 
ago, when urgent appeals on behalf of the 
nurses’ work were made by the Governor- 
General of the Free State, the Earl of 
Mayo and other speakers. As we had 
anticipated, the country was not slow to 
respond. Many gifts of money and 
clothing have reached the Nurses’ Fund— 
inadequate, indeed, to the grave necessity, 
but sufficient to enable the nurses to main- 
tain and, perhaps, to extend their task of 
mercy during the next few weeks. Further- 
more, three of our leading banks have 
made generous contributions to the relief 
of distress in the South and West, and the 
expenditure of some part of this money 
will be directed from the headquarters of 
Lady Dudley's Fund. It is certain that. 
now that the need is understood. con- 
tinuous help will be afforded by our more 
prosperous citizens ; and it is probable that 
help will come also from many warm- 
hearted people in Great Britain, where the 
newspapers have begun to publish sym- | 
pathetic reports of the distress. In these 
circumstances it is very desirable that 
some full, authentic and impartial account 
of the situation on the Western and 
Southern seaboard shall be laid before the 
country without further delay. Where 
knowledge is incomplete or uncertain 
rumour fills the gaps, and any exaggera- 
tion of the trouble would be not less in- 
jurious than a tendency to depreciate it. 
Unhappily, there can be no doubt that the 
distress is bitter and exists throughout a 
wide area; and its causes are well-known. 
They include a bad potato harvest, the 
fall of cattle prices, the reduced demand 
for migratory labour and—culminating 
and unforeseen calamity—the failure of 
the turf crop. To hunger, with which 
those sad districts are familiar. has been 
added the sore trial of empty hearths. 
There is acute suffering among women 
and children. and soon their famished 
bodies may be unable to resist the dread 
disease which Jurks always in those rural 
slum areas— 

as a lion, creeping nigher, 
Glares at one that nods and winks behind 
a slowly dying fire. 

We know, too, that the Free State Govern- 
ment is fighting the distress with al] the 
means at its disposal. It is distributing 
coal and timber, is giving a daily meal to 
thousands of school children and has 
allocated a large sum for relief works. 
On the other hand, we do not know the 
precise extent of the distress or the 
varieties of its rigour in different areas— 
whether it is worst, for instance. in Conne- 
mara, in Kerry or in lare. We do not 
know what machinery of distribution and 


1 of co-operation with local bodies the 


Government has substituted for the well- 
tested machinery of the British régime. 
No estimate has been given of the time 
during which the poverty and suffering 
are likely to be acute or of the amount 
with which the public must be asked to 
supplement the resources of the State. The 
Government ought to prepare and publish 
immediately a report which will give the 
country clear information on all these 
points, When the citizens know what is 
required of them they will have ao excuse 
for failure to do their duty.

To Everest by Air. 


Another stage in the development of 
aviation is marked by Mr. Alan Cobham's 
experimental survey of the Himalayas. Sir 
Sefton Brancker is planning an aerial 
service between Britain and India, and 
I Cobham was his pilot in a remarkable 
flight, carried out without mishap, across 
Europe and Eastern Asia to Calcutta. 
With the adventurous enterprise of a true 
pioneer—and as lightly as a busy merchant 
might take a week-end railway trip—Mr. 
Cobham, having arrived at Calcutta, filled 
two idle days with a flight across a 
kingdom to view Mount Everest. In a 
few hours the aeroplane, which already 
had flown eight thousand miles, reached 
Jalpaiguri, near Darjeeling, where the 
aviator and a companion spent the night. 
On the morrow they plunged into the wild, 
magnificent mountain country which still 
baffles explorers. The mountains—crowded 
masses of snowy peaks which culminate 
in Everest, the summit of the world—rise 
steeply to heights of 29,000 feet. At a 
height of 12,000 feet, gazing on the natural 
marvels which never before had been seen 
from the air, and making photographic 
records which the world will admire, the 
travellers found difficulty in maintaining 
height and in breathing. Yet they forced 
the machine up even to an altitude cf 
17,000 feet, where the rarefied air was 
warm and sunny, far above the clouds. 
Mr. Cobham declares, as a result of his 
observations, that, with a specially con- 
structed aeroplane, it may be possible to 
fly to the very roof of the world and to 
make a complete aerial survey of that 


prodigious range.

The Irish Boundary Commission had a 
long sitting this afternoon, and at its close 
issued a statement concerning its plans 
for the immediate future. Sittings are 
to be resumed in Ireland, but not for 
some weeks to come, and when they take 
place they will be in different centres, 
starting with the Eastern section of the 
boundary. Notice is to be given of the 
sittings, which will be private, when plans 
have been completed for the taking of 
evidence. 

Irish Dis'resa. 

The newspapers here are devoting con- 
siderable attention to the conditions of 
distress prevailing in the West of Ireland 
owing to the statements made at the 
annual meeting of the Irish banks with 
the mention of grants for assistance. 
Much sympathy is expressed with the 
sufferers, and the hope is general that 
everything possible will be done to secure 
alleviation. In this connection an evening 
paper sets forth what is being done by the 
Free State Government to meet the situ.- 
tion. It is recognised fully that a potato 
and turf famine is a very serious matter, 
indeed, for Western Ireland. 


The Liberal Leader. 


All went well with Mr. Lloyd George 
at the Liberal Convention to-day, and he 
was able to take the wind out of the sails 
of his. opponents. with ease. He was not 
expected to make a speech so early in the 
proceedings, but it was only at the last 
moment that it was decided that there 
should be an opening function, with the 
result that Mr. Lloyd George had his 
opportunity. He aroused a great outbreak 
of cheering when he declared that he un- 
reservedly accepted the leadership of Mr. 
Asquith, and by the close of his speech 
he had secured the full sympathy of the 
gathering. The function broke up with 
Mr. Asquith and Mr. Lloyd George 
shaking hands warmly. At the secret 
session which followed it was decided to 
defer the discussion on the basis of the 
election of a party leader until to-morrow. 
There was, however, a strong disposition 
among the delegates that the leadership 
of the party should be decided in a more 
democratic manner than at present. Tho 
election of a leader for the life of every 
separate Parliament by the Liberal 
members of Parliament was the most 
favoured plan. 


The Naval Estimates. 


It is rumoured that a great struggle 
is taking place between the Admiralty 
and the Treasury over the Naval 
Estimates, and the belief is that the Ad- 
miralty will win. Mr. W. C. Bridgeman, 
the First Lord of the Admiralty, is a very 
determined man, once he has made up 
his mind, while he has the full support 
of his Sea Lords behind him; and, 11 
events bring about a threat of resigna- 
tion—a threat which generally decides the 
fate of any very debatable estimate— it 
will n! not be the Admiralty which 
will be affected. Mr. Churchill is anxious 
to save every penny possible, and the 
Cabinet as a body is with him; but in the 
case of the Admiralty he will be fortunate 
if he escapes with a compromise. 


Electrical Development. 


Some members of the Government have 
under consideration the possibility of 
bringing forward some big schemes for 
electrical development. During the past 
few weeks two schemes based on different 
lines have been under examination by the 
departments most concerned, and efforts 
are being made to arrange an early con- 
ference with Lord Weir, with a view to co- 
ordination and the hope of settling upon 
an agreed policy. Sholud this come about, 
it will be a question for the Cabinet to 
consider whether time can bé given in the 
House of Commons this session for legis- 
lation to give the scheme effect. 


The L.C.C. Elections. 


In Conservative circles a great struggle 
is expected when the London County 
Council elections take place on Thursday, 
March 5th. Some two million men and 
women will be voting, and the contests 
will be one between the moderates and 
Socjalism and Communism, The Muni- 
cipal Reform Party intend to put up a 
great fight, declaring that, if the Socialists 
win, there will be higher rates to follow. 
They pride themselves on the fact that 
during the past three years they have 
succeeded in reducing the London County 
Council rate from 5s. 5d. to 4s. 14d., and 
this in spite of the additional cost incurred 
for unemployment, housing and loss on 
tramways.

Railway Rates. 


On Wednesday next there will be a 
meeting in London of the Railway Rates 
Tribunal, when the possibility of cheaper 
railway fares and rates wil] be discussed. 
The Tribunal has statutory power under 
the Railways Act of 1921 to fix the charces 
made by the four great combines. Every 
combine is entitled to an annual net 
revenue equal to that of 1913, with certain 
additions; and the Tribunal has to ascer- 
tain the revenue and expenditure of each 
to ensure that the combines shal] receive 
their just profits, while the public is not 
over-charged. On Wednesday the Tribunal 
is to hear obiections to the order of pro 
cedure in taking evidence In any event, 
should there be a reduction in railwa 
fares, it is not likely to be effective unt 
next year.

THE TRAPPING OF 
FOXES, 


WHAT MASTERS OF THE 
HUNTS SAY... 


—T——F— 


By Our SpsciAL CoRRESPONDENT, 

Hunting folk of almost every county in 
the Free State share the fear, uttered in 
the Irish Times lately, that the future of 
fox-hunting here is jeopardised by the 
destruction of foxes. Only from the West 
is there no testimony as to this danger. 
We have it from Louth to Limerick, and 
from Westmeath to Waterford. From 
Cork and Tipperary it is especially plain. 

The matter is of importance ‘to every 
citizen of the Free State. The hunting 
folk can seek their hunting elsewhere if 
sport fails them here; but, if they go, they 
will take away a large slice of the busi- 
ness of the country. 

It is to the good that those who control 
the Hunts are either Irishmen, bound 
to their homes by many ties which they 
will not readily loosen, or British sports- 
men who are true friends of Ireland. 
They will not do less than their part to 
stem the trouble. Already, however, the 
upkeep of hunting costs them a great deal, 
and they cannot be expected to go on 
spending if sport fails. They count, too, 
on the support of visitors, and these have 
not the same ties, and will more easily fall 
away from Irish hunting. 

The community will suffer loss in more 
than a material way if hunting goes 
down; but even on the money side any- 
thing that may injure hunting must give 
anxiety to us all. The evidence that we 
have received of a danger to fox-hunting 
deserves the careful attention of al! 
classes in the Free State. 

TRADE IN FOX SKINS. 

Foxes are being destroyed by irresponsible 
persons for the sake of traffic in skins: and 
the consequent reduction of foxes available for 
sport is being noticed in the chief hunting 
counties. In some Hunts the results, as yet, 
are not great, but signs of a falling-off in the 
number of foxes are seen, and fears have been 
stirred that if the destruction goes on—dr, 
worse. if extended—-hunting may fail in all the 
counties within a few years. 

Parts of thie countrv,“ writes the Master 
of the Wexford Hunt, Captain M. L. Lakin, 
D. S. O., “have undoubtedly suffered from the 
sale of fox-skins. Though, on the whole, I 
cannot complain that it has been carried on 
to the extent of doing fox-hunting much harm 
up to the present, no doubt, unless some 
steps are taken, we soon shall feel the effects 
of this traffic in foxes." 

Captain A 8. Godfree, Carnew, Master of 
the Island Hunt, writes :—' I much regret to 
state that the practice is only too common in 
this county; and, what is worse, foxes are 
dug out in many parts of the country after 
being ‘marked to ground’ by the hounds. 
.. « In my opinion, hunting will be in a very 
precarious position in a few years if steps 
are not taken to combat the evil at once. 

From the Kilkenny Hunt, Major Dermot 
McCalmont, the Master, writes, referring to 
the trapping of foxes for their skins :—‘ So 
far there has not been a great deal of this in 
the country over which my hounds hunt; but 
it is on the increase, and if allowed to con- 
tinue unchecked ill, in my opinion, abso- 
lutely kill fox-hunting throughout the Free 
State in less than five years. At the moment 
some hunting countries may be yj lentifully sup- 
plied with foxes, but this cannot last if things 
are permitted to go on as at present." 

Another Master telle us:>—‘‘I lost a great 
number of foxes last spring, just about the 
time they should have had their cubs, and a 
number of my best coverts are now blank. 
If this goes on for ancther year, I shall havo 
to sell my hounds; and that, of course, wonld 
be a loss to the farmers, who train 
their horses with them." 

The Honorary Secretary of one of the oldest 
Hunts in County Cork believes that the de- 
struction. of foxes by trapping and snaring is 
extensive. Foxes are gradually disappearing, 
he finds, and almost every fox killed by 
hounds this season has either a snare or snare 
mark on it. 

HUNTING ABANDONED. 

From the Midlands:—‘‘1 am sorry to say 
that it ws very much carried on in part of this 
country; in fact, we had to give up hunting 
it owing to the want of foxes. The larger 
part of the country is well preserved by the 
farmers: it is the poachers who are the cause 
of all the trouble.“ 

The Master of the Balfymacad Hunt—Cap- 
tain William L. Naper, Oldcastle, Co. Meath— 
writes :—** As regards the county I hunt over, 
in parts of it this practice of destroying foxes 
for the sake of their skins is very prevalent— 
so much so that a fox cannot be marked to 
ground for fear of his being destroyed.“ 

Thus, there ig ample evidence that hunt- 
ing in the districts where it is most important 
is being endangered. The people of all 
classes in those districts know the value to 
them of the upkeep of hunting. I is the 
thoughtless and irresponsible who are doing 
the damage; and there is danger that their 
doings.may be imitated by others who, in 
spite of the ultimate profit, lose sight of the 
ultimate loss. 

The general feeling in that part of the 
country over which our hounds hunt is most 
cordial to fox-hunting,“ writes a Hunt officer 
in the South; and, besides being lovers of 
the sport, the le are alive to the finan- 
cial benefits derived therefrom The destruc- 
tion of foxes in our part of the world is, 
therefore, due to the action of a few men or 
boys for the sake of the money they receive 
for the skins. . . There are always a cer- 
tain number of ne'er-do-wells in every country 
who do damage to the community end they 
are very hard to get at. If one cculd ensure 
that. they would get no sale for the skins, I 
am very confident that very e, foxes would 
be destroyed. 

Here we touch on the question of a remedy. 
The question requires careful consideration, 
and we reserve it for a further article.

The following statement was issued by 
the Irish Boundary Commission this even-

The Irish Boundary Commission held 
further meetings on January 28 and 29. 
Sittings are to be held in Ireland for the 
purpose of hearing evidence in support of 
the representations which have been re- 
ceived by the Commission. These sittings 
will begin as soon as the necessary 
arrangements can be made, probably in 
about a month’s time. 

The Commission will continue as 
hitherto to sit in private. 

Where conflicting proposals concerning 
a particular region have been made in the 
representations received, and where it 
appears to the Commission that the pro- 
gress of its inquiry would be facilitated 
if the bodies or groups submitting pro- 
posals in one sense were placed in a posi- 
tion to offer observations on the proposals 
offered in an opposing sense, the Com- 
mission will forward to the different bodies 
or groups concerned copies of the relevant 
representations. . : 

Sittings will be held in different centres 
in order, so far as possible, to meet the 
convenience of the parties concerned. It 
is proposed, in the first instance, to deal 
with questions relating to the eastern 
section of the boundary. 

Due notice will be given as to the places 
and dates at which witnesses will be heard. 
The Commission is in communication with 
the different bodies and groups concerned 
with regard to the arrangements for pre- 
sentation of the evidence to be given on 
their behalf

WEXFORD SCHOONER 
IN TROUBLE, 


GREYSTONES MEN’S PLUCKY 
EFFORT. 


In the teeth of a gale and a strong sea, 
seven men from Greystones put off in a small 
boat to the assistance of the Wexford schooner 
Diolinda, which was in difficulties off the 
coast, and had sent out signals of distress. 
They could do little in the heavy sea which 
was running, and returned when the Wicklow 
lifeboat was called out. 

The Diolinda, which is a three-masted 
achooner, of 500 tons, left Dublin on Wednes- 
day evening with a cargo of guano for 
Wexford. When she had almost reached the 
entrance to the harbour yesterday morning, 
the gale was so strong that the captain 
thought it pradent to return to Kingstown 
While the vessel was off Grey- 
stones, with flying jib, mainsail, and mizen 
up, and her motor running, the wind suddenly 
changed to north-west, and her sails were torn 
to pieces. 

The captain dropped both anchors, but fear- 
ing that they would not hold flew signals of 
distress. It was then that the Greystones 
boat put off. manned by Messrs. Spurling (2), 
Doyle, Salmon, Whiston, Field, and Wark. 
In their little boat they were in great peril, 
and crowds of people on shore watched their 
plucky effort. 

The Wicklow lifeboat arrived at 2 o'clock, 
and took off the captain. who telecraphed to 
Dublin for the tng Majestic, which arrived 
soon efter 5 o'clock, and towed the Diolinda, 
on which there were five men, to 
anchorage.

THE PRIME MINISTER'S 
APPEAL.

An important speech on the financial 
position of Northern Ireland was made by 


Sir James Craig yesterday at a luncheon 
which followed the annual meeting of the 
Ulster Unionist. Council in the Ulster 
Hall, Belfast. 
Sir James declared that rigid economy 
must be exercised not only by Government 
departments and local authorities, but by 
every household. That was the only method 
by which they could secure a reduction of 
taxation, which was essential to the re- 
covery of trade. 
It would be false economy, however, not 
to make adequate provision for the unem- 
ployed, and in his appeal for a reduction in 
both public and personal expenditure he 
made due allowance for that fact.

tax, which was destroying trade, not only 
throughout Great Britain, but also in 
Northern Ireland. 

In a recent interview with Mr. Churchill, 
one of the principal advisers to the Treasury, 
who had been closely identified with the for 
mation of the Northern Civil Service, de- 
clared that, from the strict Treasury point 
of view, the Ulster administration was 
economical, and in every way satisfactory.

DISCONCERTING. 


The main cause of depression was discon- 
Certing wir., the withdrawal ci capital irom 
industries—driven out by high taxation, and 
the feeling of insecurity with regard to taxa- 
tion. They appreciated the Government a 
dificult position, but thought the time hid 
come when . drastic economy should be 
ettected. They suggested that the Minister 
of Finance, in preparing his Budget, should 
determine how much money he could raise 
without injury to industries, and he doubted 
if it would amount to 15 or 16 millions, aud 
should then tell the spending departments 
that there was not a penny more available. 
The country had had a surfeit of politics, and 
wanted a period of tranquillity. All parties 
could best serve the country for the next five 
years by fcrgetting political differences and 
devoting their energy to making the Fre: 
State a country they might feel pride m. It 
was only by reduction of taxation and some 
political truce that capital, and with it 
prosperity, could be induced to return.

ARRESTING FACTS.

In the course of a paper which he read 
yesterday at a meeting of the Royal 
Colonial Institute, in the Hotel Victoria, 
London, at which the Marquis of Aberdeen 
presided, Mr. R. A. Whyte, Chief Trade 
and Produce Officer of the Irish Free 
State in Great Britain, said that the Free 
State sent about £48,000,000 worth of food 
to Britain last year, and in return bought 
seventy per cent. of its total needs from 
Britain. 


INCREASING EXPORTS. 


At the outset Mr. Whyte pointed out that 
the economic prosperity of Ireland had been 
mainly based on her agricultural production, 
and that the principal market for her surplus 
was Great Britain, an economic position which 
was likely to endure. 

Seventy years ago, he said, Ireland exported 
in one year over 200,000 cattle to Great 
Britain, which was about three times more 
than Canada, or, indeed, all the other 
countries in the world—apart from lrelund— 
exported to Great Britain for the year just 
ended. It is only a matter of forty odd years 
ago since 80 to 90 per cent. of your essential 
foot imports, such as butter, bacon and eggs, 
were obtained solely from Ireland. In modern 
times the improvement of communications by 
land and sea, coupled with agricultural do- 
velopment in Europe and overseas, brought 
competitive supplies within your reach, and 
while you are to be congratulated on the 
abundant food supplies now at your command, 
we ho by attending to our farming and 
business methods to avail of our nearness to 
your markets. We shall not, and oncht not, 
to ask for more than fair play in the com- 
petition for a market which shows welcome 
signs of expansion as financial and industrial 
depression recedes. 

Turning to the subject of the Irish Free 
State exports and their value, Mr. Whyte 
said :—The total exports and re-exports from 
the Irish Free State amount in value approxi- 
mately to four and a quarter million pounds 
sterling per month, and of this our shipments 
of food, drink and live animals—appyoaching 
four million pounds sterling — are sent to 
Great Britain. In other words, you take 
about 84 per cent. of our total exports. On 
the other hand—and showifig that the flow 
of products for human consumption is far 
from being in only one direction—you ship us 
food, drink, tobacco, etc.—apart from the 
various industrial products—to the value of 
£40,000 per day. Your total trade with us 
represents approximately 70 per cent. of our 
entire imports. Again, in your own import 
and export figures—calculated on. the basis 
of per head of the population—the Irish bree 
State stands fourth (being only surpassed by 
British India, Australia and the U.S.A.) 
among the principal importing and exporting 
countries supplying your markets. 

These, I submit, are arresting facts which 1 
venture to think both countries should be 
more familiar with. They show, I think, that 
the establishment of a satisfactory export 
trade must be balanced by a correspondingly 
flow of imports, and these imports must come 
mainly from those countries to which you 
export. When one considers that 60 per cent. 
of the expenditure of Great Britain is on food- 
stuffs, the importance of this question, and 
anything which raises the standard of 
efficiency in respect to quality or quantity— 
a work in which we are at this moment 
actively engaged—will be appreciated. 


BUTTER AND EGGS, 


Irish butter as an organised expomt goes 
back 150 years. One hundred years ago we 
exported about 22,000 tons a year, which—it 
may be of interest to note—is three times 
the quantity you receive from Canada and 
five times the amount supplied by Holland 
last year. The figures-—happily available— 
show that there has been an almost steady 

rogress since that period until the late 
— War, at which time we were send- 
ing almost 43,000 tons annually to this 
country. Legislation has been enacted, and 
will come into operation this year, in respect 
to this product, whereby the manufacture 
wil, be improved and standardised under 
Government inspection and control. The 
measure giving effect to this is one of the 
most drastic that has ever been undertaken 
by any country. It is hoped and intended 
that one of the first results of this legislation 
—involving as it does inspection and instruc. 
tion at the point of production, and exanuna- 
tion of the product a; every stage from 
roduction to ultimate distribution—will be 
the establishment of a national brand for our 
best quality. We have always been able to 
se our best butter readily, and we expect 
that within a year or two only a small pro- 
portion of our exports will fall short of 
national brand standard. 

We shipped you last year eggs to the value 
of over two and three-quarter million pounds 
sterling, representing approximately one- 
fourth of your total imports. Our shipments 
to you of this product amounted to twice 
that of Holland, and almost equalled your 
total imports from Holland, Canada, U. S. A., 
Egypt and China. We have not been satis- 
fied with this position, however; w know 
that we are capable of supplying a much 
larger proportion of your egg imports, and 
we have eben making a careful stady of 
your requirements, with a view to directing 
our productive and selling organisation along 
the lines dictated by the needs of your trade. 
For this purpose legislation of the most far- 
reaching type has been enacted, and will 
come into operation this year. No eggs will 
be permitted to be shipped from the Free 
State which do not conform in respect to 
freshness, size, packing and description to 
the most exactin standards—standards 
which will carry with them an assurance to 
the distributor and consumer in which he 
can have the fullest confidence. This is a 
branch of agriculture in respect to which I 
am convinced that we have not taken any- 
thing like full advantage of our opportunities. 

action necessary for expansion has 
already begun, and those who are competent 
to judge are of the opinion that our exports 
will be increased by per cent. within the 
next five years. 


BACON, PORK AND FOWL. 

The Free State exported to you last year 
bacon and hams to the value of ove 
£3,000,000—in volume about 34,000 tons. Our 
export of these products to Great Britain has 
--except for brief periods —steadily advanced 
during the past seventy years. Sevenvy yeare 
ago Irish bacen secured the highest price on 
the Londen market. ‘To-day our product 
commands an average of a penny to twopence 
per Ib. over any other imported bacon in the 
retail shops of this country. This is a fact 
more eloquent than anything I cculd say. We 
yield to no one either as to the methods of 
production or marketing organisation in thi®

CROPS AND STOCK IN

REDUCTION IN CATTLE,

By Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 

Although the area under corn and green 
crops in Ireland during 1924 was 2.5 per 
cent. smaller than in 1923, the extent cf 
land under hay showed an increase of 5.4 
per cent. This gives a net increase in the 
area under crops of 0.6 per cent. The 
only corn crops in which there were in- 
creases were barley and rye. In the Free 
State the area under barley was increased 
by 12,333 acres, or 8.2 per cent., and in 
Northern Ireland barley showed an in- 
crease of 242 acres, or 11.3 per cent. The 
result was a larger acreage—8.2 per cent. 
—of barley all over Ireland. How the 
inclement weather affected the results is 
matter of common knowledge. Owing to 
the almost continuous rain, low tempera- 
ture and want of sunshine, there were few 
samples of prime malting barley, and 
prices suffered accordingly. : 

Under the heading oí green crops, turnips 
show an increase of 5. acres, or 2.1 per 
cent., for all Ireland. The area under flax in 
the Free State showed an increase of 2,435 
acres, or 30.2 per cent., and in Northern 
Ireland the area under flax was larger by 
126 acres, or 0.3 per cent. Fruit cultivation 
decreased by 143 acres, or 1.5 per cent., in 
the Free State, but increased by 642 acres, or 
6.5 per cent., in Northern Ireland. More 
hay was grown throughout the country, the 
total increase in the area under that crop 
being 3.4 per cent. 

In the live-stock returns the results show a 
reduction in the number of cattle by 33,060 
as compared with the previous year for all 
Ireland. Sheep, on the other hand, show an 
Ne ae the total increase amounting to 
178.935 head, or 5.2 per cent. As against this, 
a big decline is recorded in the number of pigs 
in the country, the decrease amounting to 
274,102 head, or 20.3 per cent., for all Ireland. 
Horses used in agriculture were fewer by 
7.404, and unbroken horses over a year old 
were fewer by 17.460, or 24.6 per cent.

NEWS IN BRIEF. 
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One Man Strike Continues—The conference 
between the British Office of Works officials 
and the Workmen's Union ended last even- 
ing with a complete breakdown of negotia- 
tions. 

London Tube Strike Threat.—A strike on 
the Metropolitan Railway in London 1s 
threatened owing to the refusal of the com- 
pany to make concessions in certain of the 
claims made by two grades of workers. 

New Building Trade Crisis. — Fresh trouble 
is brewing in the building trade in Great 
Britain owing to the avowed intention of two 
of the leading operative unions to secede 
from the National Wages and Conditions 
Council, and also from the National Federa- 
tion of Building Trades Operatives. 

A Costly Stowaway.—The French cable re- 
pair steamer, Edouard Jeremac, returned to 
Halifax (N. S.) yesterday after discovering a 
stowaway, aged 13. The captain decided to re- 
turn to Halifax, although the ship was 30 miles 
out at sea, to relieve the anxiety of the boy's 
family, The return trip cost 500 dollars. 

Footballer Burgiar-Hunting.—Mr. Rhys T. 
Gabe, who was in the Welsh team that de- 
feated the All Blacks in 1905, went to 
the assistance of a neighbour who reported 
that there was a burglar in her house, and, 
after a struggle, succeeded in verpowering 
the man. The man, who pleaded that he 
had been drinking, was fined £5 at Cardiff 
yesterday on a charge of damaging doors. 

Cross-Word Puzzie Eyestrain.—Mr. W. B. 
Barker, President of the British Optical 
Association, spoke at Staple Inn, London, on 
eyestrain, with consequent headache, caused 
by studying cross-word puzzles. He said a 
New York eye hospital had reported this 
trouble, and qualified opticians in this 
country were now meeting with similar symp- 
toms. 

No Attack on Admiral Horthy.—In view 
of reports published in several foreign news- 
papers of an attack on the life of the Regent, 
Admiral Horthy, it is officially stated that no 
attack has been made upon the Regent. It 
would appear from police inquiries that the 
rumour originated in the hallucination of an 
official on the train in which the Regent 
was travelling, who thought that he heard
